x ENEVER this powder is uſed,” either in houſes or on-board ſhips, it ſhould be 54 
3 laid in as many different parts as poſſible; for, if the whole is put into one place or 
A livided only into two or three parcels, the ſtrongeſt of theſe vermin will yoraciouſly eat uß 
the whole, and drive away their =, by which means they will ohly be partially 
- deſtroyed; and the effect of the powder in a great meaſure defeated. To prevent this, 
let the powder be poured with a-caſe knife through the chinks and crevices of the boards 
« Into different parts of their runs, and drop it into their holes, and behind wainſcots, as 
diverſely as poſſible, and ftrew it in upon all places frequented by them.—In Glens, mills, 
malthouſes, ſtarehou d out- buildings, it ſhould be poured under the ground- pinnin 
and floors, and in thoſ ol their runs where they are leaſt likely to be diſturbed. —Ia 
laces where they are known to come out at night, the powder ſhould be laid upon 
veral thin flices of cheeſe toaſted on one ſide, and the powder ſtrewed upon it while it is 
hot, ſo that it may incorporate, Place theſe at little diſtances apart, ſo as ve all of 
them an opportunity of eating it; the conſequence will be, that the whole prefniſes, how 
much ſoever infeſted by them, will; it a ſhort time, be 8 cleared. When the powder 
0s artige hid, part of the rats only will killed, which will give a ſuſpicion to the reſt, 
aan preßt them from touching it afterwards, When this is found to be the caſe, mix it 
up with a littfe freſh butter, and anoint their holes and runs therewith, which, ſticking 
upon their coats, will occaſion them to lick it off, and inſtautly kill them. Be careful not ; 
d lay the powder in any places acceſſible to children, horſes, cows, hogs, dogs, or poultry z £ 
eie they will not touch it; but, when mixed up with butter or cheeſe, they will eat it, 


x e tant, at ſuch times, be kept out of their way. "FS 
„„ Sf Wartr-RaTs, drop a little of the powder into their holes and runs in the banks 
bf che 33 taking care that i is fo plared as not to be waſhed away by the water. 
- - Sor Mie half a packet of the powder ſhould be mixed with an ounce of freſh butter, 
w 3 toaſted cheeſe, which will deſtroy them at once uſing.—In barns, granaries, &c. 
let imall pieces be ſtuck with the point of a knife againft the rafters, beams, and timbers,

„To deſtiey pole-cats, weafels, ſtoats, and other vermin, infeſting farm-yards, lay it on

* SRotid the Rats in any caſe appear timorous or y of the Powder, and ſeem to want allur-
